en the airplanes have 
problems which prevent them 
from flying, I fix them.” 

“Our shop does a daily inspec- 
tion on the aircraft,” he says. “We 
usually don’t have too much 
maintenance going on, so we do a 
lot of training and take care of 
work center administration.” 

Pappas works on VR-24’s C-2 
“Greyhounds” and T-39 
“Sabreliners” at Navel Air Station 
Sigonella, near Catania, Sicily. 
The Greyhounds are propeller- 
driven cargo aircraft specially 
designed for delivering mail, parts 
and people to aircraft carriers. 
The Sabreliners are used 
primarily to transport people bet- 
ween the naval air station and 
other European military bases. 
Both are also used for medical 
evacuations. 

Working on C-2 “Greyhounds” 
is familiar territory for Pappas. 

“I worked on the old C-2s in_the 
Philippines,” he explains. “I knew 
the new C-2 was coming out, so I 
requested overseas shore duty to 
work on them. There weren’t any 
openings when my enlistment ex- 
pired, so I left the Navy for five 
months. I came back after being 
offered duty in Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, or Sigonella in Sicily. 

“My wife and I go out to the 
marketplace about every weekend 
I have off—my wife enjoys buying 
fresh fish at the market. Some- 
times, we drive up to Mt. Etna 
(Europe’s highest active volcano) 


or go down one of the highways. 
Other times, we take some back 
road and follow it. I figure I 
couldn’t get too lost. Pm on an is-

hours and there're a lot of signs 
pointing the way to Catania.” 

Occasionally, VR-24 units go to 
other countries to support a tem- 
porary mission or operation. 

“ My detachment to Israel was 
hectic,” he recalls. “We tried to 
work out of two airports—one in 
Tel Aviv and one in Jerusalem— 
we never knew which one our 
plane was going to land in. Last 
year, I was in Northern Wedding,’ 
an exercise in Norway. We had an 
outstanding detachment there, 
and everything went really well.” 

Pappas plans to ask for duty in 
Rota, Spain, when he leaves VR- 
24 in December. “I've been over- 
seas since 1979, and I’ve only 
been in the states once for about 
five months. Duty here has been 
unique. Some of the operational 
commitments that we get require 
a lot of long hours, but it’s the 
kind of challenge we can meet. It’s 
our job.”
